§1232. EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR
The Executive Director of the Maine Public Employees Retirement System is the Executive Director

of the Judicial Retirement Program. The executive director has the same powers and duties with respect to
the Judicial Retirement Program as with other programs of the Maine Public Employees Retirement System,
except as provided in this chapter.
